Har the Liturgie of the Church of En 
firſt & it were written in blood, at the leaſt ſealed, and de- 
livered down to is Ly the Martyrdons of moſt of the com- 
pilers of it, ſboxeld ever ſince be daily ſolicited , and cal d 
ts the ſame Stage and Theatre, to fill up what war behinde 
of the fufferings of thoſe Father is mo ſtrange or nem peice 
of & conomy in the Church of God. This propoſition I hall cake liberty 
briefly to prove by way of introduction to the enſuing diſcourſe, 
and ſhall hope that you will acknowledge ic with me, if you but 
conſider theſe ſeverals. 


Firſt, That there is not a ſurer evidence and xp by which Seck. 2. 


to diſcern the great excellencie of moderation in that and ſo 
the apportionateneſſe of it, to the end to which it was deſigned,

was to be expected that the enemy and his inſtruments, which can 
call deſtruction mercy, embroyling of our old Church the founding 
of a new (we know who hath told one of the Houſes ot this Parla- 
ment ſo, that they have laid a foundation of a Church among ur, which it 
it ſignifie any thing, imports that there was no Church in this 
Kingdom before that Seſſion) hould alſo think the deftroying of all 
Liturgy , the onely way of ſecurity to Gods worſhip, the' no-form 
being as ficly accommodated cono-Church, as the no-hedge, no- 
wall to the mon, or deſert, the no incloſure tothe no- planta- 
tion. 

Fitthly, That the eradication of Epiſcopacy, firſt Vated, then

the World, not to mourn for, but to die with him) A thing that 
the People of this Kingdom could never have been imagined lowe 
or ſervile enough to beare or endure( Iam ſure within few yeers 
they that ſate at the ſtern of action conceived ſo, and therefore 
were fain by Declaration, to diſavow all ſuch intent ibn of vio- 
lence) till by ſuch other aſſayes, and practiſes, and experiments, 
they were found tobe, ſatis ad ſerviintem parari, lufficiently prepa- 
red for any thing that was ſervile, almolt uncapable of the — 
or relief of a Jubilee, like the ſlave in Exodur, that would not go ont 
free, but required to be bo/ed thorow the eare by his Maſter, to be a 
ſla ve for ever. | 

Sixtly, That it is one profeſt act of Gods ſecret wiſdom, to make 
ſuch trials as this, of mens fidelity, and fence, and acknowledge- 
ment of his ſo long indulged fayours, to ſee who will ſincerely 
mourn for the departing of the glory from Tjrael, whether there be not 
ſome that (with the Captive Trojan Woman in Homer, who wept 
——— at the fall of Patroclu, but made that publicꝭ loſſe the 


ſeaſon to propre ont their private grief) are ſenſible of thoſe ſufferings of 


the Church onely wherein their intereſts are involved, and more 
neerly concerned ; whether not (ome that count the invaſion of the 
Revennes of the Church a Sacriledge, a calamity , and unparal- 


Jell'd, but think the abolition of the Liturgie unconſiderable, a veniall 


ſin and miſery ; whether that, wherein Gods g'ory is joy ned with 
any ſecular intereſt of our on, that which makes the ſeparation 
betwixt Chriſt and Mammon, may be allowed any expreſſion of 
our paſſion or zeal.i.e. in effect, whether we powre out one drop for 
Chriſt in all this deluge of tears, or whether like uncompounded 
ſelf lovers, wN hoſe onely centre and principle of motion is our ſel ves, 
wre have paſſion to no ſpectacle but what the looking glatle preſents 
to us, with a Hare nl eben 's making God 2 nee and apology, 
for that kindneſſ which is paid and powered war nto an other 
ſhrine. For of this chere ts no doubt, that of all the changes ot late 
deligned and offered to authority, there is none for v hich fleſh and 
blood, paſſions and intereſts of mea can allow ſo tree a ſuffrage, ſo 
regretleſſe

regertleſſe a conſent, as this of the abolicion of the Liturꝑie, (The 
fuuggiſbmeſſe of ungified men, the onely thing that 13 athrmed to be 
concerned in, or to gaine by it „ is perfectly mittaken, as ſha!l anon 
appear) and were there no: a God in Heaven, the care of whole ho- 

nour obliged us toendeavour the preſervation ot it , were not a tus 

iure growth of Atheiſme and Prophaneneſſe the feared conlequent 

of ſuch abolition, and notorious experience ready to avow the Jult- 

neſſe of this feare, Thave reaſon to be confident that no Advocate 

would offer Libell, no Diſputer put in exceptiong a ainſt this pre- 

ſent Directory; I am privy to my own lence, that I ſhould nor, I 

have rather reaſonto impute it to my ſelfe , that the want of any 

ſuch carnall motive to ſtir me up to this detence, might be the 

cauſe that I ſolong deferr'd to undertake it, and perhaps ſhould 

have done ſo longer, if any man elſe had appeard in that argu- 

ment. And therefore unleſſe it be firange for men, when there belo 

many tempters abroad , to be permitted to temptations,ſure Gods 
yeilding to this act of the importunity of Satan (who hath deſired 

in this new way to explore many) will not be ſtrange neither. 

Laſtly, that our ſo long of this ſo continued a mercy , our Sc. 8. 
want of diligence , in aſſembling our ſelves tageſber (the too ordinarie 
fault of too many of the belt of us) our generall, ſcandalous, unex- 
cuſable diſobedience to the commands of our Church, which re- 
quires that ſervice to be uſed conſtantly in publike every day, the 
vanity of prurient tongues and itching eares, which are (till thirſt- 
ing news and variety, but above all, the want of ardor and fer- 
vency in the performance of this preſcribed ſervice , the admitting 
of all ſecular company (I meane worldly thoughts) lato ics pre- 
ſence, preferring all ſecular buſineſſe before it, the generall irreve- 
rence, and indifference in the celebrations,may well be thought to 
have incouraged Satan to his expetivit, tothe preferring his petition to 
God, and his importunity at length to have provoked God to deli- 
ver up our Liturgy to him, and his miniſters,to oppoſe and maligne, 
to calumniate and defame, and at laſt to — countenance of 
an Ordinance, to condemne and execute it as at this day. The Lord 
be mercifull to them that have yeilded to be inſtrumentall to that 
great deſtroyer in this buſineſſe. 

I have thus far laboured to preſſe home that part of St. Peters ex- 
hortation wv teig, not 10 think the calamity ſtrange which hath 
befallen this Church in this matter, on no other purpoſe , but to

obſerving the viſible worke of it, that diſcerning our ſelves to be 
under his afflicting hand, we may, 1. Joyn inthe uſe of all pro- 
bable means to remove ſo ſad a preſſure, by humbling our "7 2 
and reforming thoſe ſins which have fitted us for this captivity,

would deſire to have ſetled in the ſtead of this. The firſt Claſſis did ac- 
cordingly frame a new one, ſomewhat according to the Geneva form. 
But this the ſecond Claſſis ana Y altered in oO particulars; that 
again had the fate to be quarrelP by the third Claſſis, and what the 
third reſolved on, by the fourth; and the difſenting of thoſe Brethren, 
as the Diviſion of tongues at Babel, was a fair means to that Tower 
then from advancing any higher. Nay even for our neighbours of S- 
Lnd chemſelves, what everſomeof them of late have thought fie to do, 
fince they became Covenanteers, (in animoſity perhaps and oppoſition 
to that terrible mormo, the Liturgy ſent to them from hence )we know 
chat they were Presbyterians formerly without ſeeing any neceſſity of 
aboliſhing Lieurgy. 111 01 
'Tis no news to tell you that Mr Knox, wrote a Liturgy, wherein there ge. 4. 
is frequent mention of the dayes of Common Prayer; and among man 
other particulars, theſe enſuing, worthy your remark. 1. Plain undiſ- 
uiſed conſeſſions of ſuch faults, which this age, though as notoriouſly 
guilty of as they, will not put into publick forms, or leave record 
againſt themſelves, as, That for the pleaſine and defence of the French obey", 0x; 
bad violated their Faith, aſi breaking the of unity and concord, which their 
Kings and Governors bad contracted with their Neighbours. And again, that * 
for the maintenance of their friendſbip, they have not feared to break their ſolemn- 
ed oaths made nonto others. To which Imight adde, from another Confei- p ,, 2 
ſion, that Fhoredeme and adultery are but paſtimes of the fleſb; crafiy dealing, 
deceit and oppreſſion is canned good e. bat that it would look too 
like a Satyre againſt ſome part of that Nation at this time thus to ſpeci- 
fie. 2. Their great ſence and acknowledgement of obligations from this 
Kingdom of England, and not onely prayers for continuance of peace 
between England and $ cot land, but even cxecrations on all ( and ſo fare 
on thoſe their ſucceſſors of this age) which ſhould continue or contri- 
bute ought toward the breaking of it, the words are theſe .

2. That greater then thoſe may eaſily, and hereafter ſhall be pro-

ing en it for juſtification, without any opinion that the Jewiſh Law obliget 
, & without any fear of being perſeouted by the Jews,or conſequent com- 
pliance with them, may now be preſcribed by che Chriſtian Church meer. 
ly as a humane inſtitution, judging that decent or uſefull o, which was ſo 
then, de in this caſe if nothing elſe ean be objeRed againſt ic, ſave onely that 
God once thought fit to preſcribe it to his own People, there will be little 
fear of danger in,or fault to be found wich any ſuch ulage. For it is an or- 
dinary obſervation which Paulus Fagins in his Notes on the Targum (4 
moſt learned Proteſtant firſt ſuggeſted to me, that many of the Jewiſh Ce. 
remonies were imitated by Chriſt himſelf under the Goſpel. I might ſhew 
it you in the Apoſtles, who were anſwerable to the the mi[ri ot 
meſſengers om the Jews, and were by Chriſt our High-Prieft ſent a. 
broad to all Nations to bring in ( that peculium, which of all others he 
counted moſt his due, having paid ſo dear for it) ſinners to their Saviour, 
as they were among the Jews ſent by the High- Priaſt to ſeteh in the duni 
to the Temple.

but that they have one weak part in them, an infirmity that this age is 
very ſubject to, that of can and ground leſſe calumy. For how long 
ſaever, and to murmurers, and paſſomue lovers ofnews and e, how 
ickfome and tedious ſoe ver the experience of this Litwgie hath been, 
tis notoriouſly certain that it hath not been ſad, ſaveonely again to 
thoſe evil eyes ; but on the other ſide, a continuall fla and ide of joy to 
all true Eugliſp men, to ſee and obſerve the proſperity and flouriſbing of 
this Church, in a perpetuall ſwelling growth, ever ſince the eſta- 
bliſhing of that Proteflant Litungie and Religiam together among us, till at 
Laſt ( about the time when this vaſt calamity brake in upon us) it was 
grown to ſuch an height, as was certainly never heard of (or by Ene- 
mi es themſelves affirmed at any other time to have been) in this King- 
dom, or (were it not a little like beafting,to which yet guss have conſtrain'd 
754 ſhould adde) in any other — Rows alſo tor theſe many hun- 

red yeers. | 

But what ĩs it that this ſo falſiy ſuppoſed fad experience bath made ma Sec 

nifet ? Why, that the Liturgie wed in the Church of England (nu withſtana- 3' 
ing the pains and Re'igiow intentions of the Compilers of it) hath protꝰ d an . 
fence, not onely to many of the Godly at bome, but alſo to the Re formed Churches 
abroad.

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In which words we ſhall not take advantage of the Confeſſion of the 
Religions imtentions of the Compilers of our Liturgie, which fignifies the 
- offtnce here ſpoken of in their notion of it to be acceptum, non datum, taken 
hen it was not givenznor 2. Oppoſe thoſe 2 imentions to the irre- 
ligious miſtakes of others, and accuſations of thoſe things which were 
' ſo religiouſly imeniledʒ nor 3. Compare the reputations of thoſe Per- 
ſons which — that 1 in King Edward: (Cranmer, 
Rialy, P. Martyr) or in Queen Elizabeths dayes ( Parker, Grindall, Horn,

For the through examining of which reaſon: it will be neceflary to en- 
quire into theſe thie thing: x. What they mean by offence 2. What 
truch there is in tho aſſertion, that the Liturgie bath prov'd ſo to the Godly 
at home, and to the Ref rmed Churches abroad : 3. How far that might be a 
reaſon of e that which proves an offence. | 
For the firſt, the word Offence'is an equivocall miſtaken word, and by 
that means is many times a title of a charge or atcaſation, when there 1s 
no reall i undet᷑ it; For ſometimes in our Engliſh language eſpeel- 
ally, it is taken for that which any body is differed or amgry at, und 
then if the thing be not ill in it ſelf, that anger is a'canſeleſſe anger; which 
he that is guilty of, muſt know to be a ſor, and humble himſelf before 
God for it, and fall into it no more, and then there need no more be ſaid 
of ſuch Hence, but that he that is or hath been angry at the Liturgie, 


muſt prove the Linaꝑie to be reath ii ( hich i it could be done here; the 


matter of Qfence would never have been charged on it, for that is ſer 
to ſupply the place of a greater accaſatim ) or elſe confeſſe himſelf, or 
thoſe others ſo / ndea, to ha ve ſanea by. ſuch anger. But then 2. If we 
may gueſſe of the meaning of the word by the reaſon which is brought

I it is ſet here to lignifie, 1 The 
burthen of reading all tbe Prayersz2.The many unproſitable lurtbenſome Ce- 
remonies, which hath occaſiomd miſchief by diſquieting the Conſcienceſ of thoſe 
that cocld not yeeld to them, and by depriving them of the Ordinances of God, 
which they may nut enjoy without conforming or ſubſcribing to thoſe Ceremonies. 
To proceed then to the ſecond thing, what truth there is in this Aﬀer» 
tion, and view it in the ſeverals of the proof. 

For the firſt of theſe, the laiben of reading the Prayers ; if they were gcct. 5: 
enough to prove the. Liturgie offenſive, all Chriltian yertues would be in- 
vol w d in that charge, becauſe they have all ſome burthen and difficul- 
tie in them, and for this — ſeeing we ſpeak to Chriſtians, we 
might hope that the Service would not haſſle for a burthen to the Godly 
(who are here named) i. e. to minds truly devout, if it were longer then 
it is: and that it may not do ſo, I am (ure it is very ꝓrudently framed 
with as much variety, and as moderate length of each part, as could be 
jmagined , and ſure he that ſhall compare the practices, will find the 
burthen and length both to Miniſter and People to be as great, by obſer» 
ving the preſcriptions in the DireFory,inthe ſhorteſt manner, as this that 
our Lis gie hath deſigned. 3. For the many anprofitable burthenſome Cere- 
monie. Every of thoſe Epithers is a calm; for 1. They are not many, 
To the People Iam ſure, For kneeling and ſtanding which are the — 
Ceremonies in the daily Service, will not make up that number ( and for 
theirelt,there is but a ſuperaddition of ſome one in each Service.) As for 
Etting bare, it reaſon ie ſelf will not preſcribe that civility to be paid to 
God in the Howſe of God, (where without anypolitive precept, Jacob put 
off bis ſhoves from off bis feet) neither doth our Liturgie preſcribe ir. 2 The 
are not pre ſi able, but each of them tending to advance the balineſſe 
towhich they are annext e eling to increaſe our bumility,and joyn the 
body with the ſoul in that duty of ad. rat ion: ſtanding to ele vate and again 
to joyn with the ſoul in Conſtſiom of God and Thinksgiving , and the reſt 
proportion'd to the baſineſſe in hand; and 3. If not mam, not anproffi- 
able, then not burthenſome alſo. As for the diſquieting the Conſcience of 
many godly Minitters and People, who could not yeeld to the Ceremonies ; I 
anſwer, that by what hath formerly been ſaid, and the no- objection in 
this Directorie againſt any ſuch, it appears that thereis no Ceremonie ap- 
pointed in our Litwyie which is improper or zmpertinent to the action, to 
whichit is annext,much leſſe in it ſelte wnlawfull; And then fir mans Con 
ſciences to be diſquieted, it argues that they have not, in that manner, a 
they ought, delired informatian; as for Miniſters, we know that all that 
have been received into that e voluntarily fu ſeribed to them, 


2 and 
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and conſequently have receded from their own ſubſcription, if they have 
after refuſed to conform. And we deſire to know what tender reſpect will 
be had to the Conſciences of thoſe, who ſhall ſubmit to your DireG@ory, 
ant afterward refaſe to conform unto it. I am ſure the denuntiations 
which we ha ve heard of apa inſt the diſſenting Brethren, about the matter 
of Juriſdiftion and Cenſure/ (and now lately concerning the depravers of 
your Direct ry) have been none 6f the mildeſt, although thoſe are your 
own fellow Members; that ha ve aſſiſted you as affectionately in the 
grand Cauſe as any; and never made themſel ves liable to your ſeveri- 
tie, by ha vlng onet᷑ eonformed to yon in thoſe particulars. And ſo 3. 
Fer depriving them of the ot dinantes of d, e. if that were the puniſhment 
appointed for the tinte and reffaBfory, tis no more then the Laws of 
the Land —— . that ſure not —— any 
example in Seriptire and HApoſtolicul practice, ho appointed ſuch 
verſe Perſoris do be aveided,Which is a — as high 2 — — 
on ſuch inſſicted. What Ordinances they were of which ſuch men were 
deprived, I conceive is ſpecified by the next words, chat fimdry good Chri- 
iu have been by means thereof kept from the Lords table, which maſt needs 
refer to thoſe that would not tee there, and why that ſhould be fo 
untes ſonable, hen the very Direforflayesthe matter ſo, that none 
ſhall receive with them who donot'ffr, there will be little ground, un- 
leſſeit be that no poſlure in the Service of God can be offenſive, but one- 
ly that of kreeting, which indeed hath had the very ill luck by Socimu, 
in his Tra&Dt# Cams Domini, to be tarn'd out of the Church as Idolob 
latricall (with whom to affirm the fame will be as great a complyance,as 

eling can be with the Papiſti.) And by theſe as faperſtitiow at leaſt, 
I know not for what guilt, except that of too much humility, as being 
in M. Archer his Divinitie, as before Lintimated, a betraying of one 
of the greareft comforts in the Sacrament , the ſitting felbw Kings with 
Chi in bis earthly Kingdom, confefſing thereby that ſome mens hearts 
ave ſo ſet on that earthly Kingdom, that the hope of an Heavenly Kingdom, 
will not yeeld them comfort, unleſſe they may have that other in the 


way to it; and wichall telling us, that he and his Compeers are thoſe 


men. 

Having _ theſe ſeveralls,, and ſhewed how unjuſtly the 
charge of Office is laĩd on the Lyturgie, and how Ittle tis prov'd by 
theſe reaſoni I ſhall onely adde, that the propoſition pretended to be 
thus proved by theſe particulars, i much larger then the proofs can

Towhich we then muſt anſwer, that although 
there is no guilt inferred from the undergoing chis fate of being diſied 
by ſome, but rather that it is to be deemed an ill indication to be ſholen 
well of by all, yet ha ve we never heatd of any Forrreigne Church which 
hath expreſt any ſuch ener; the utmoſt chat can be ſaĩd, is ( and yet 
not ſo much as that is here ſuggeſted ) —— — men ha ve

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England, concerning the Jewfalneſſe of this Reformation, (This is the o- 
pinion of the Papif expreſt/ in a Book call'd Babel and Jeruſalem, or 
AMonarcho-machia ProteFtantium,tubſcibed by P. D. . but conceiv'd 
to be Patiſons; p. 314.) that they might conceive, that the Service and 
Religion ftill continued the ſame, but was tranſlated into Engliſh onely, 
for xr better edification, and ſo, ſaiih he, # was indeed very politichly 
handled. 2. Whether that which drives away all Papiſts from all kind
